PROVIDING THE BONUS. 


Now come representatives of the farmers and of 
organized labor before the house ways and means 
committee to oppose the use of the sales tax as a 
method of financing the soldiers’ bonus.

Oil company at Caracas, 
an American, said in his JUAN V. GOMEZ. 
opinion the Mexican oil fields would be compara- 
tively unimportant In three years, — 

Although the British control two-thirds of the 
Maracaibo field they have only one well, producing 
4,000 barrels daily, in operation. The British en- 
tered the fleld early and they are now operating 
under more favorable laws than the newcomers. 
The latest laws are restrictivé after thirty years. 
The Standard Oil company, the’Sun Oi] campany, 
and the Dutch Shell company all have concessions. 


President Juan Gomez controls the situation, and ! 


his attitude is sympathetic toward Americans, He 
is a dictator of the style of the late President Diaz 
of Mexico. 

Recently the president was ill, and revolutionists, 
supposedly instigated by Sefior Martinez in Paris, 
attempted to erthrow the government. How- 
ever, Sefior recovered and put down the at- 
tempt with an iron hand. There are some revolu- 
tionists operating in the tmterior, and government 
troops are said to have retreated near the Colom- 
bian border after an encounter, but the coast is 
safe. About 500 revolutionists came over from 
Colombia a few weeks ago, and it is not improbable 
that another movement is being fostered there. 

Sefior Gomez has been releasing political prison« 
ers, but there are still many in prison, some, it is 
alleged, undergoing torture, It is stated that twen- 
ty-two officers in priaon here are about. half, dead 
as a reguit of their treatment. 


Fhe new American minister to Venezuela, Willis 
Cook; was given a friendly reception, and the Go- 
mez administration outwardly is helping Americans. 
The people in the interior think America is coming 
to rescue them some day. The country, which 
depends on the coffee market to a great extent for 
its prosperity, is recovering economically. 

The problem of the oil men here is to get their 
product to ‘the ships. 
the passage of larger vessels, and the government 
appears to be doing nothing to relieve the situation. 

Re German traders are returning and are get- 
ting back ‘their old trade. They have just received 
a/contract to erect a big Wireless station. Amer- 
Yeans might have obtained the contract had it not 
been for bungling tactics.’ 


In Colombia the oil concessions are largely held 
by Americans. However, the Colombian govern- 
ment is said to be entering into negotiations for the 
sale of certain oil properties to Japan, The United 
States is not held in the highest esteem in this coun- 
try on account of the row over the Panama canal. 
Furthermore, there is a fear in both Colombia and 
Venezuela that the United States may interfere in 
the affairs of the two Latin republics. 

The white race in Venezuela’ is deteriorating, 
according to persons who have lived in the country 
for a long time, and labor is scarce. America gets 
about 50 per cent of the nation’s trade. 

British Guiana, a crown colony, 600 miles west 
of Jamaica, has ratified the Canadian-West Indian 
trade agreement. The colony has enabled the Brit- 
ish to get an important economic foothold in South 
America. Its largest industry is lumber, and there 
are indications of oil.

ANOTHER EXPLANATION OF CRIME. 

Chicago, Ja®. 30.—The public is very 
much interested in eliminating 
but ft is reasonable to suppose that if 
there is an attempt to prohibit the manu- 
facture of pistols and the sale to lawful 
citizens so they may protect their homes 


and themselves, there will be a real scrap. 
We have a law to prohibit carrying con- 
cealed weapons which ‘the unlawful pays 
no attention to, and if there were a hun- 
Gred laws of this kind it would be the 
same. We have laws against thieves, 
bank robbers, murderers, etc., but it does 
not prevent the crimes. The fault is not 
with the police force, nor is it. with the 
law in itself, but ft is entirely due to the 
fact that our law enforcing machinery its 
the most inefficient that could be evolved. 

In this morning's issue you mention 
that the judges are urging a nacional 
law prohibiting the manufacture of pis- 
tols, which would be O. K. if the law 
would be effectively enforced, but these 
same judges surely know we have every 
kind of law necessary to prevent crime, 
if they whipped the courts Into law én- 
forcing organizations which would quick- 
ly punish the thief and hang the mur 
derer, and tn this manner fill every pros- 
pective criminal with the fear of the law. 

jhe reason our courts are so inefficient, 
fs because of the methods employed. 
The state's attorney’s office has be@>me:a 
training camp for criminal lawyers, who 
serve 28 assistant prosecutors until they 
are conversant with every method éem- 
ployed’ by the state’s attorney. 
then become graduates, resign and be- 
come eriminal attorneys, filled with’ the 
same desire to make money regardless 
of the merit of the case as is adopted 
by the criminal himself. 

In this manner, Instead of the state’s 
attorney's organization becoming an effi- 
clent machine to enforce the law, it be- 
comes an efficient organization for the 
production of defensive means for the 
criminal, making it easier. for them to 
avoid conviction. Surely our judges can 
prevent this. 

Uniess we adopt the same effictént 
methods adopted by Canada In prosecut- 
ing crime, we must adopt primitive meth- 
ods in which every law abiding person 
must carry a gun and become proficient 
in its use, as we used to do in the early 
cighties, when a gun was part of evéry 
one’s wearing upparel tn the west.

MAMMOTH GUN IS 
LANDED IN CUBA 
FROM U. S. SHIP 


GUANTANAMO BAY, Cuba, Feb. 5. 
—Anchored in Guantanamo bay, oppo- 
site the naval station, the United States 
battleship Florida has successfully low- 
ered from her decks and landed on the 
beach a 155 millimeter gun on a mas- 
sive mount and tractors. The big field 
piece, completely set up and in readi- 
ness for action when it, reached land, 
was swung over the sid@ to a platform 
built on two large motor boats, making 
a pontoon that would with its own 
power carry the gun to shore. This 
was followed by the landing of two 
field pieces of 75 \millimeter q&liber 
and tractor tracks for ammunitiom and 
the train of a landing party. |

dispatch and without a hitch, and all 
equipment landed without incident. 
These guns and tractors are a part of 
the equipment of the advance base of 
the marine corps. The guns are now 
at the marines’ post of the Guantana- 
mo station, where they are manned by 
a detachment which recently arrived 
here from Quantico, Va.

things. 

In so far as the action of foreign ex- 
change, outside ‘of the rates on céntral 
Europe, expresses judgment on the in- 
ternational position, that judgment is 
clerely favorable. The reaction in the 
rate of exchange, on Paris, particularly, 
which occurred at the time of the partial 
French dissent from the armament re- 
~ duction program and on the change of 
ministry in France, was only slight and 
has been promptiy followed by recovery 
to the highest level of the season. 

That, along with the notable advance 
in sterling, amounts at least to repudia- 
tion by financial opinion of the talk pre- 
_ valent that relations between France and 
England were definitely strained and that 


France was out of sympathy with the: 


legitimate purposes of reducing the bur- 
den of naval and military expenditure. 


‘Fixes Farmer’s Status. 
The recovery on the stock exchange in-

* paganda of the Populist party in the

The demand for a farm member of the 
federal reserve seemed to be an 


entering wedge. Yet Wall street has now. 
had time to observe, not only that the 
farmer member of the board is a piece of 
' futility, but that the national agricultural 
conference at Washington, has, on the 
whole, been restrained and prudent in 


its demand for legislation. A number of: . 54 


extravagant proposals were openly voted 
down. Of an arbitrary increase in the 
currency, there was no serious discus- 

sion whatever. Most of the recommenda- 
» tions, however questionable some of them 
may in themselves have been, were such 
as might be and indeed had been sub- 
mitted by econornists with a view to re- 
moving industrial distress. They are 
legislative proposals which can be de- 
bated calmly, altogether free’ from the 
passion which. governed congressional 
debates on the currency proposals during 
former periods of depression. 

Want Retail Prices Cut. 

‘They comprise a recommendation that 
the government find some means of forc- 
ing reduction of retail prices in line with 
' the wholesale reductions; but something 
much like this has been suggested even 
by conferences of manufacturers. The 
farmers asked congress to name a com- 
mittee “‘to examine various plans for 
Stabilizing the dollar”; but Prof. Irving 
Fisher has made the same request with 
greater urgency and without the slight- 
est prospect that anything would or could 


come of it.

& fiat money proposal as Henry Ford's 
is likely to have on legislation. But 
the alarm at the dangerous bills results

the cofmmittee machinery of that body. 
As for the paper money which was to be 
based on mechanical energy, thé farmers 


‘ae a rather clumsy joke. 
Contrastéad with Otlier Yéars. 
The real character of the congressional 
situation under the severe test of an 
ero of hard times can best be judged 
by contrasting these extremely mild pro- 
posals with the kind of banking and 
currency Jegisiation which in 1896 or 


ie 1898 interrupted all other public business |. 


. and shook the fabric of public and pri- 
vate credit to its foundations because of 
the angry demands for revolutionary 
- ghanges and the imminent danger of the 
surrender of congress to such demands. 
Whe one recalls how in 1894 congress 
refused even to authorise a United 
United States government gold loan to 
repair the deficit and maintain the pub- 


lic faith, and the nearly successful at-| 69% 


tempt at censuring the administration 
for its maintenance of the gold standard, 
_ the occasional vagaries in the present 
legislative discussions may be judged 
in their proper value. . 

‘The attitude of the farming community

Europe Buying in Argentina. 

Late cables from Buenos Aires report 
large foreign purchases of wheat by Eu- 
rope and intimate that farmers are less 
disposed to sell while exporters continue 
Rood buyers. In the United States and 
Canada futures have advanced and cash 
premiums eased, as is natural. Exporters 
took more than 7,000,000 bu of domestic 
and Canadian wheat last week, to say 
nothing of their purchases in Argentina. 
Prices for wheat are the highest since 
the middie of last October, and while 
those who have been holding purchases 
made months ago at around the present 
level are getting out, it is natural to 
expect recessions in prices after sharp 
advances like last week’s, and it would 
not be surprising to see values weaken 
a few cents this week. Of late all weak 
Spots have been taken advantage of by 
Strong interests to absorb the offerings. 

Those who were recently bearish and 
short have turned to the long side, and 
short wheat is settling up readily with 
the large houses.

Hog Prices Up in January, 


Fresh Pork Unchanged| 


The wholesale price of fresh pork re- 
mained practically unchanged during 
January, despite the fact that the cost 
of live hogs increased approximately $5 
per hundred, according to statistics made 
public last night by the Institute of 
Meat Packing. That the pacers expect 
still lower prices for their product is 
indicated by the statement they are not 
buying hogs for storage, but are con- 
tent to dispose of their purchases in the 
form of fresh pork. Good trade with 
European countries is reported. The 
January market for cattle. showed a 


lower trend because cattle receipts and/ 


beef shipments were heavier than in the 
latter part of December.
